A Long-Range  Cure 


A Commencement  speech  addressed  to  graduating  students 
but  containing  an  urgent  message  for  all  women 


(The  following  article,  written  for  verbal  presentation,  is 
printed  as  it  was  given  at  the  Commencement  Exercises  on 
June  3,  without  revision  and  without  footnotes,  in  order  to 
meet  the  printing  deadline  for  the  July  issue  of  the  Bulletin. 
The  editor  wishes  to  express  her  appreciation  to  Dr.  Merry  for 
her  permission  to  print  the  article  under  these  circumstances .J 

I need  not  tell  you,  because  you  read  newspapers,  you 
watch  television,  you  listen  to  radios,  of  the  evidence 
around  us  that  all  is  not  well  with  the  health  and  vitality 
of  this  society  and  of  our  civilizatioA.  The  most  visible 
symptoms  include  an  atmosphere  of  hate  and  violence,  of 
rioting  and  death  in  the  streets,  of  war  and  mass  killing,  of 
poverty,  of  malnutrition  for  staggering  numbers  of  people 
in  our  abundant,  affluent  society,  of  inequality  of  oppor- 
tunity, of  denial  for  too  many  people  of  self-respect,  human 
dignity,  self-fulfillment.  Cures  are  being  suggested  — many 
of  them  eminently  reasonable  and  some  of  them  in  des- 
perate, almost  mandatory,  need  of  implementation:  decent 
housing  for  everybody,  removal  of  the  blight  of  ghetto  and 
slum  areas,  and  really  equal  opportunity  for  education  and 
employment.  I choose  to  speak  of  one  cure  today,  a very 
long-range  one,  education,  and,  specifically,  education  in 
early  childhood. 

I do  so  because  this  is  now  one  of  my  overriding  interests 
and  has  been  for  the  past  two  years  since  my  college 
specializes  in  early  childhood  education,  the  teaching  of 
children  between  the  ages  of  three  and  nine.  I also  do  so 
because  most  of  you  will  be  mothers.  Some  of  you  will  be 
teachers,  and  all  of  you  will,  I hope,  be  active  citizens  in 
your  community  and  in  your  nation.  Your  responsibility  as 
mothers  is  significant,  and  in  view  of  its  importance,  even 
a little  frightening.  As  citizens  you  can,  if  you  will,  through 
your  interest  and  involvement  bring  about  the  kinds  of 
schools  and  the  kind  of  education  that  will  in  the  long 
perspective  achieve  a society  which  will  really  epitomize 
what  this  country  has  said  it  stood  for,  but  never  really 
has.  Education,  I submit,  holds  massive  potential  for  pre- 
dicting the  future  of  this  nation. 

I am  no  expert.  I went  to  Wheelock  College  knowing 
almost  nothing  about  early  childhood  education.  But  I do 
want  to  share  with  you  some  of  my  thinking  and  some  of 
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the  thinking  of  other,  more  qualified  people,  which  sug- 
gests that  if  we  really  educated  well  the  youngest  children, 
all  of  them,  in  the  slums  and  in  suburbia,  we  could  lay  the 
foundation  for  a really  great  society.  One  educator  recently 
commented  that  after  Sputnik  we  did  the  expedient  thing 
and  started  revolutionizing  the  high  school.  Instead,  he 
believes,  we  should  have  taken  the  long  view  and  revolu- 
tionized early  childhood  education.  We  would  perhaps  be 
seeing  more  productive  results  today,  ten  years  later,  in 
the  members  of  our  society  now  in  their  teens.  Representa- 
tive Edith  Green  has  said,  “My  own  deeply  held  conviction 
is  that  we  as  a society  would  be  much  smarter  to  invest  in 
the  early  education  of  children  than  to  pick  up  the  pieces 
after  failure  has  occurred.” 

A distinguished  member  of  my  faculty  tells  me  that  ideas 
and  information  about  the  learning  process  in  young  chil- 
dren have  changed  radically  in  recent  years.  “For  a num- 
ber of  decades,”  she  goes  on,  “the  maturational  theory 
dominated  the  child  development  scene.  This  was  a theory 
that  growth  is  regulated  by  a process  of  simple  unfolding 
or  growing  up  which  is  largely  automatic.  It  implied  that 


intelligence  was  fixed  at  birth  — predetermined.  Today 
this  concept  of  fixed  intelligence  is  crumbling  in  the  light 
of  new  research.  Dr.  James  V.  Hunt  has  demonstrated  that 
experiences  are  the  major  determinates  of  a person’s  in- 
telligence.” The  richer,  the  deeper,  the  more  of  the  right 
kind  of  experience,  the  greater  the  intelligence  and  un- 
doubtedly the  greater  the  motivation  to  learn.  Intelligence, 
thus,  is  developmental  and  related  to  the  environment, 
specifically  the  environment  in  the  early  years.  Intelligence 
is  not  an  absolute  characteristic,  the  degree  of  which  is 
determined  before  birth  and  is  immutable  afterward.  A 
child’s  early  years  are  the  most  important  for  cognitive 
growth.  Deprivation  of  any  kind  in  those  early  years  has 
profound  negative  effects  on  later  intellectual  functioning, 
just  as  the  enriched  education  most  middle  class  children 
receive  at  home  and  in  excellent  nursery  schools  and  in 
the  primary  grades  gives  them  a head  start  in  life  not 
shared  by  so  many  in  our  country.  I will  talk  about  the 
program  called  Head  Start  in  a few  minutes. 

Dr.  Benjamin  Bloom  estimates  that  in  terms  of  intelli- 
gence measured  at  age  17  about  50%  of  the  development 
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of  intelligence  takes  place  between  conception  and  ages  4 
to  8,  20%  between  ages  8 and  17.  In  other  words,  as  much 
development  takes  place  in  the  first  four  years  as  in  the 
next  thirteen.  We  have,  therefore,  grossly  underestimated 
the  learning  potential  in  children.  Dr.  Kenneth  Wann  be- 
lieves that  children  can  formulate  new  experiences,  can 
show  logical  cause  and  effect  thinking,  and  engage  in  mu- 
tual correction  and  genuine  interchange  of  opinion. 

All  this  suggests,  I repeat,  the  great  importance  of  the 
first  few  years  of  school  and  of  the  preschool  period  in 
the  development  of  learning  patterns  and  in  learning 
achievement.  The  early  years  are  the  most  important  years. 
It  is  then  that  general  learning  patterns  develop  most 
rapidly.  Failure  to  develop  positive  attitudes  toward  learn- 
ing in  these  years  is  likely  to  lead  to  continued  failure 
during  the  remainder  of  the  individual’s  school  career. 
Failure  in  those  years  can  and  does  lead  to  the  high  school 
dropout  and  to  unemployment  and  delinquency. 

We  must  have,  as  soon  as  possible,  compulsory  public 
school  kindergartens  — good  ones  so  that  they  can  be  a 
part  of  every  child’s  life,  not  just  the  affluent  child’s.  We 
must  start  schooling  early.  In  the  past,  the  general  assump- 
tion has  been  that  children  under  six  need  only  mother’s 
tender  loving  care.  Five-year-olds  benefit  from  good 
mothering  and  from  everything  a good  home  can  give  them, 
but  today  it  is  clear  this  is  not  enough.  Psychologists,  psy- 
chiatrists, pediatricians,  educators  all  agree  unreservedly 
that  four-  and  five-year-olds  need  skilled  attention  so  that 
early  cognitive  development,  language  learning,  concept 
formation,  affective  development  can  take  place  as  a basis 
for  later  and  further  development. 

Project  Flead  Start  has  been  subjected  to  widespread 
4 criticism,  but  has,  I think,  told  us  some  very  important 
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things.  We  know  that  children  in  Head  Start  showed  a 
rise  in  I.Q.  score  of  8 to  10  points  measured  against  both 
children  from  more  affluent  neighborhoods  and  against  the 
are  well  trained  and  can  give  a great  deal  of  personal  atten- 
tion and  support  to  each  child.  Of  great  importance,  too,  are 
the  medical  and  dental  services  which  tens  of  thousands 
of  children  experienced  for  the  first  time  through  Head 
Start.  One  of  my  colleagues,  Dr.  Alice  Keliher,  who  has 
been  involved  with  Head  Start  since  its  beginnings,  tells 
me  that  80%  of  these  children  have  their  first  encounter 
with  a dentist  through  Head  Start.  She  was  in  a Head  Start 
center  not  long  ago  when  the  director  returned  from  tak- 
ing a child  for  his  first  dental  appointment  — a child  who 
had  twenty-six  cavities  in  twenty  teeth. 

Dr.  Keliher  further  reports  that  in  the  first  summer  pro- 
gram of  Head  Start  one-third  of  the  children  had  physical 
problems  that  needed  remedying.  There  were  100,000  cases 
of  eye  difficulties,  50,000  cases  of  partial  deafness,  30,000 
cases  of  nutritional  deficiencies  and  75,000  cases  of  non- 
immunization. Eye  problems  were  of  particular  concern  to 
the  doctors  involved  because  some  eye  defects  are  not 
correctable  after  age  five  or  six.  Thus,  we  need  Head  Start 
for  the  present  at  least,  and  we  need  kindergartens,  not 
only  to  increase  child  learning  at  a crucial  period  in  his 
development  but  also  to  spot  many  physical  and  nutritional 
problems  and  defects,  all  of  which  will,  if  not  corrected, 
impede  learning  and  adjustment. 

Another  obvious  advantage  of  having  all  children  in 
school  early  is  spotting  emotional  and  behavioral  prob- 
lems, as  well  as  physical  ones,  so  that  early  treatment  can 
take  place  to  prevent  conditions  grievous  to  the  individual 
and  dangerous  to  society.  After  mental  screening  of  Bos- 
ton’s 1,400  Head  Start  children  during  the  summer  of  1965, 
77,  or  5V2%,  were  found  to  be  gravely  disturbed.  The  Put- 
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nam  Children’s  Center  here  in  Boston,  among  others,  is 
attempting  to  follow  up  these  disturbed  children.  If  they 
control  group  of  slum  youngsters  not  enrolled  in  Head 
Start.  These  Head  Start  children  did  well  as  they  moved 
into  kindergarten  and  the  first  grade.  We  are  told  that 
“Head  Start  enriched  the  preschool  child  and  left  him  with 
an  unmistakable  thirst  for  further  knowledge.  Nearly  two- 
thirds  of  the  Head  Start  children  quickly  adjusted  to 
school,  as  compared  to  only  40%  of  their  classmates. 
Speech  work  and  listening  habits  of  Head  Start  children 
were  markedly  better  at  the  beginning  of  kindergarten.” 

The  following  statement,  however,  is  equally  significant 
and  far  less  encouraging:  “but  in  terms  of  strictly  educa- 
tional achievements  no  significant  differences  could  be 
found  after  six  months  of  kindergarten.”  One  must  ask 
who  is  responsible  for  the  dropping-off  of  achievement  by 
Head  Start  children.  Fred  Hechinger,  in  the  Saturday  Re- 
view for  December  18,  1965,  commented  thus,  “The  evi- 
dence of  prior  research  unrelated  to  the  Head  Start 
experiment  already  shows  conclusively  that  early  com- 
pensatory education  is  of  very  limited,  short-term  benefit 
unless  there  is  consistent  follow-up.  Children’s  preschool 
gains  in  such  experimentation  have  been  shown  to  be 
spectacular  as  they  entered  first  grade,  but  quick  to  erode 
within  the  next  four  years  unless  they  are  constantly  re- 
enforced. If  there  is  a gap  between  preschool  education 
and  kindergarten  or  first  grade,  the  gains  are  minimal.  The 
secret  unquestionably  is  in  closer  personal  relationships 
and  individual  attention,  and  this  is  exactly  where  the 
conventional  schooling  process  has  fallen  down.” 

Thus,  Head  Start  will  not  work  unless  the  public  schools, 
to  which  these  Head  Start  children  go,  are  strengthened 
and  enlarged  to  include  highly  skilled  teaching  from  kinder- 
garten on.  We  shall  have  to  have  more  teachers  working 


with  fewer  children.  We  shall  have  to  have  teachers  who 
can  be  helped  and  salvaged,  these  children  can  become 
productive  citizens  and  adults,  and  society  will  be  spared 
possible  danger  from  violent  acts  of  disturbed  adolescents. 

There  has  been  some  demonstrated  success  in  predicting 
delinquency  as  early  as  age  five,  early  enough  to  do  some- 
thing about  it.  But  these  are  predictions  that  can  be  made 
only  by  well-qualified  teachers  and  counselors.  We  need 
early  diagnosis,  early  care  and  treatment. 

Attention  to  the  littlest  children  and  continuing  attention 
to  them  as  they  go  through  school  is  what  will  give  people 
equal  opportunity.  It  is  what  will  give  them  qualifications 
for  job  opportunities.  It  is  what  will  give  them  more  guaran- 
tees of  an  income  that  will  provide  decent  houses  and 
enough  food.  Self-respect,  human  dignity,  and  self-fulfill- 
ment are  of  supreme  importance  to  a child  who  then  will 
develop  attitudes  and  values  which,  as  he  becomes  an 
adult,  will  help  to  heal  some  of  our  gross  problems.  The 
young  child,  given  the  breaks,  the  right  environment,  and 
the  right  opportunities  for  learning  and  growth,  knows  no 
racism,  learns  no  group  hatred,  shuns  violence  as  the  means 
to  his  ends. 

You,  as  thoughtful,  well-educated  women  can,  if  you 
will,  through  your  commitment  to  and  involvement  in  edu- 
cation which  begins  in  the  home,  change  the  world  in 
important  ways.  You  can,  through  your  influence  at  home 
and  in  educational  and  community  organizations,  change 
the  learning  and  growth  patterns  of  your  own  children  and 
thousands  of  others.  You  will,  thus,  have  the  most  profound 
influence  on  the  next  generation  and,  therefore,  on  the 
vitality  of  this  nation.  Education,  especially  that  of  young 
children,  holds  massive  potential  for  predicting  which  way 
this  nation  will  go.  In  your  hands  and  in  the  hands  of  your 
generation  lies  the  prediction. 


“Mister,  I only  want  to  be  loved!’’ 


A Baccalaureate  Sermon  which  crossed  the 
generation  gap  to  stir  the  Class  of  ’68 


(The  following  is  a condensation  of  the  Baccalaureate 
Sermon  delivered  on  fune  2 at  All  Saints  Church,  Brookline.) 

It  was  Christmas  eve.  London  had  only  recently  been 
bombed.  A group  of  GI’s  stationed  in  the  English  coun- 
tryside started  out  in  search  of  a place  in  which  to  cele- 
brate. The  country  was  in  total  blackout.  After  walking 
for  a time,  they  came  to  a large  English  country  house. 
When  the  door  opened,  they  saw  two  middle-aged  women 
and  behind  them  about  fifteen  children  all  huddled  to- 
gether. “Don’t  you  know  that  it’s  Christmas?”  a GI  asked. 
“We  do,”  replied  one  of  the  women,  “these  children  have 
all  been  orphaned  by  the  bombing.  We  have  little  money 
and  little  food.  We  can’t  tell  them  it’s  Christmas.”  So,  in 
typical  GI  fashion,  the  Cl’s  gathered  all  their  chewing 
gum,  candy,  pencils,  medals,  and  coins,  and  told  each 
child  to  find  a present.  By  chance,  one  GI  saw  a little  boy 
leaning  against  the  entryway  of  the  room.  Going  over,  he 
placed  his  arm  around  the  little  boy’s  shoulder  and  asked, 
“What  would  you  like  for  Christmas?”  The  reply  came 
back,  “Mister,  I only  want  to  be  loved.” 

From  where  I sit,  that’s  all  I hear  day  in  and  day  out. 
“I  want  to  be  loved.”  It’s  found  in  the  exhibitionism  of  a 
girl  at  a young  people’s  conference.  It  was  on  the  face  of 
a good-looking  young  man,  drunk  as  could  be,  thumbing  a 
ride  down  the  road  about  four  miles  from  here.  It’s  on  the 
face  of  a father  and  mother  packing  themselves  and  seven 
children  into  one  room.  It’s  seen  in  the  expressions  of 
people  smoking  pot.  It’s  in  the  eyes  of  a child  who’s  led 
to  believe  that  he’s  a nuisance. 

The  world  out  there  is  crying  like  the  little  boy,  “I  want 
to  be  loved.”  Do  you  hear?  Are  you  going  to  do  something 
about  that  out  there?  Is  what  you  have  received  to  be 
used  for  yourself  only  or  for  answering  that  cry?  That’s 
the  big  question  before  you,  and  it  has  to  be  answered. 

When  Malcolm  Muggeridge  left  as  head  of  Edinburgh 
University,  he  said  that,  looking  at  the  students  and  the 
love-ins  and  riots  and  protests  and  hippies,  he  could  sin- 
cerely say  that  there  was  nothing  in  the  rebelliousness 
6 of  the  students  or  their  protests  against  rundown  moral 


values  and  an  impoverished  way  of  life,  for  which  he  did 
not  feel  some  real  sympathy  and  understanding.  But  he 
continued,  “Yet  how  infinitely  sad,  how  funny  that  the 
form  their  insubordination  takes  should  be  a demand  for 
pot  and  pills;  for  the  most  tenth-rate  sort  of  escapism  and 
self  indulgence.”  He  commented  that  we  wait  for  great 
creativity  and  high-spirit  venturing,  and  concluded  “and 
what  do  we  get?  — the  resort  of  any  old  debauchee  any- 
where in  the  world  at  any  time  . . . dope  and  bed.” 

“Mister,  I want  to  be  loved.”  Thank  God  you  live  in 
the  very  beginning  of  the  post-protesting  age.  Protesting 
is  fine  but  loving  is  harder.  Now  is  the  time  for  deciding 
what  you  are  going  to  do  with  those  prizes  which  you 
have  obtained  here.  Will  you  use  them  as  a means  to  pro- 
test without  doing,  of  pulling  down  without  building?  You 
have  had  the  privilege,  now  you  have  the  responsibility. 

If  you  are  really  going  out  as  new  people  to  love  what 
you  find  out  there,  you  will  find  it  the  toughest  task  of 
your  life.  If  you  are  really  going  to  have  to  love,  you’re 
going  to  have  to  stand  the  consequences  of  your  loving. 
It’s  going  to  have  to  be  a love  that  doesn’t  seek  to  get  its 
own  way  or  run  off  crying  on  someone  else’s  shoulder 
because  your  overtures  have  been  misunderstood.  It’s 
going  to  have  to  be  a love  that  forgives  at  the  very  mo- 
ment it  is  being  wounded. 

You  see,  there’s  one  thing  about  love  that  we  all  usually 
forget.  We  like  its  warm,  exciting  feeling;  we  like  it  when 
we  have  done  something  for  another  that  makes  us  feel 
good.  But  there’s  a basic  thing  about  love  that  we  have 
to  acknowledge.  In  Chapter  13  of  I Corinthians,  the  first 
thing  St.  Paul  says  about  love  is  that  “LOVE  SUFFERS.” 
That  is  love’s  character;  that’s  how  you  recognize  it;  that’s 
its  sign,  its  mission.  That’s  what  love  is:  suffering  out  of 
compassion  and  oneness  with  another.  And  that  means 
being  deeply  personal  in  such  relationships  and  not  cas- 
ually impersonal  about  another’s  problem  or  need.  The

world  needs  love.  The  world  needs  lovers.  That  means 
the  world  needs  sufferers. 

Sitting  in  his  prison  cell  waiting  for  execution  at  the 
hands  of  the  Nazis,  Dietrich  Bonhoeffer  wrote  of  coming 
to  manhood.  He  said  that  adults  are  those  who  “partic- 
ipate in  the  sufferings  of  God  in  the  world.”  To  be  in- 
volved in  the  love  of  God  in  the  world  is  not  to  sit  home 
or  only  to  protest,  or  only  to  dream  selfish  dreams,  but  to 
be  where  God  is  and  suffers  daily.  It’s  right  there  that  we 
find  our  destiny  as  men  and  women. 

“Don’t  tell  them  about  my  Nobel  Peace  Prize  or  my 
honors;  just  say,  he  tried  to  love  somebody!”  cried  Martin 
Luther  King,  Jr.  And  there  was  suffering  there,  and  there 
was  death  there,  too.  But,  thank  God,  there  are  also  some 
of  the  seeds  of  love,  the  faint  rays  of  reconciliation.  And 
that  was  personal  — intensely  personal  involvement. 

It’s  everywhere,  this  cry  to  be  loved.  I serve  on  the 
Board  of  Parole  of  the  Connecticut  Reformatory.  Not  long 
ago  a boy  stood  before  us  preparatory  to  going  out  on 
parole.  “Have  you  written  your  parents  since  coming 
here?”  “No.”  “Have  your  parents  written  to  you?”  “No.” 
“Have  they  been  here  to  see  you?”  “No.”  “Will  you  live 
with  them  when  you  go  out  on  parole?”  “No.”  “Why 
not?”  “My  parents  ran  away  from  me  when  I was  ten 
years  old.”  Who  will  love  him?  It  will  be  costly  to  love 
all  the  bitterness  in  him.  He  has,  you  might  say,  paid  his 
debt  to  society.  But  has  society  any  debt  to  him?  Who 
will  pay  that?  Will  you? 

Or  what  of  this  one.  Not  long  ago  a picture  appeared 
in  the  press  showing  a little  boy  of  seven  or  eight,  sitting 
on  a curb  looking  at  the  dust  and  papers  at  his  feet  in  the 
gutter.  There  is  the  most  hauntingly  dejected  and  alone 
look  upon  his  face.  On  the  brick  wall  behind  him  is  a big 
heart  in  white  chalk  and  written  in  that  big  heart  are  the 
words:  “Chucky  and  nobody.”  Will  toys  and  housing  and 
relief  be  enough  to  fill  that  void?  Who  will  love  him,  not 
for  Christmas  or  a summer  vacation,  but  until  love  begins 
to  come  through  to  him  and  lights  his  face  and  puts  an- 
other name  beside  his  in  that  heart.  Will  you  love  him?

And  what  can  happen  when  you  do?  Not  always,  to  be 
sure,  but  something  magnificent  can  happen  to  you,  if 
only  once  in  your  lifetime.  It’s  summed  up  in  this  letter 
from  a young  man  working  in  Russia  with  cerebral  pal- 
sied kids.  He  described  the  place  and  the  people.  “The 
child  is  motivated  ...  by  the  gently  loving  positive  ap- 
proach taken  by  the  marvelous  young  girls  who  are  the 
conductors.  They  really  love  these  children  — I mean 
REALLY  LOVE.  They  love  them  enough  to  be  firm,  com- 
passionate at  times,  and  to  share  joys  with  them.  They 
treat  them,  not  as  cripples,  but  as  human  beings.  Most 
of  the  children  are  seen  as  hopeless  or  incurable.  Yet  with 
this  approach  they  are  motivated  to  live  and  to  learn  . . . 
Last  Saturday  was  my  birthday  and  1 had  a present  I will 
never  forget.  Sixteen  cerebral  palsied  kids  sang,  in  En- 
glish, 'Happy  Birthday,  Jim!’” 

The  question  of  the  moment  is  will  you  dare  to  love 
with  all  that  you  have?  Will  you  pay  the  price?  You  al- 
ready know  that  loving  this  way  outside  yourself  is  where 
the  fulfillment  of  your  life  lies.  You  already  have  tools 
sharpened  and  keen  with  which  to  dare  to  respond.  You 
already  know  that  love  is  of  God  and  that  love  suffers 
because  of  its  very  nature  and  character  and  that,  in 
suffering,  you  meet  God  and  that  in  that  meeting  and  liv- 
ing is  life  that  nothing  can  destroy,  not  even  death  or 
despair.  The  call  is  out,  and  the  call  is  to  you,  and  the 
call  is  from  everywhere.

As  Dean  of  Students,  Miss  Rowe  will  work  closely  with 
the  President  of  the  College,  students,  faculty,  and  other 
administrative  officers.  Her  responsibilities  will  include 
the  counseling  program  covering  academic,  -personal, 
transfer,  and  vocational  decisions  and  also  freshman 
orientation.  The  Director  of  Counseling  and  the  Resident 
Counselors  will  be  under  her  supervision.  The  scheduling 
and  supervising  of  all  events  on  the  college  calendar  as 
well  as  room  assignments,  special  permissions,  and  stu- 
dent employment  on  campus  will  also  be  under  her  juris- 
diction. She  will  meet  regularly  with  student  officers  and 
will  often  serve  as  the  President’s  delegate  in  disciplinary 
8 matters. 


Miss  Rowe  commented  thus  on  her  Pine  Manor  ap- 
pointment: “Although  it  is  difficult  to  contemplate  leav- 
ing the  beautiful  northwest,  New  England  is  where  I spent 
my  childhood  and  college  years,  and  Boston  has  always 
been  a favorite  city  of  mine.  By  the  same  token,  it  is  a 
wrench  to  leave  the  school  I have  loved  and  served  for 
ten  years,  but  I couldn’t  be  more  pleased  at  the  prospect 
of  coming  to  Pine  Manor ....  I have  always  respected  the 
standards  and  achievement  of  Pine  Manor  and  feel  hon- 
ored at  the  prospect  of  participating  in  its  program  and 
growth.  All  in  all  I am  eagerly  looking  forward  to  new 
challenges,  experiences,  and  friends.  It  is  exciting  and 
rejuvenating  to  tackle  a new  job  when  one  is  so  happy 
about  its  location  and  possibilities.” 

Miss  Rowe  is  a native  of  Providence,  Rhode  Island.  Her 
father,  the  late  Mr.  L.  Earle  Rowe,  long  served  as  Director 
of  the  Rhode  Island  School  of  Design.  Her  mother,  Mrs. 
L.  Earle  Rowe  of  Providence,  is  Emeritus  Curator  of 
Textiles,  Yale  University. 

Miss  Rowe  is  a graduate  of  St.  Anne’s  School,  Char- 
lottesville, Virginia,  and  Radcliffe  College,  where  she  was 
awarded  the  A.  B.  Degree  in  Romance  Languages  in  1944. 
In  1958  she  received  the  A.M.  Degree  in  Education  from 
Brown  University.  She  has  also  studied  at  Middlebury 
College,  the  Institut  de  Touraine  in  Tours,  the  Universite 
de  Caen  in  Normandy,  and  the  Sorbonne  in  Paris,  where 
she  pursued  a special  course  for  foreign  teachers  of 
French.  Miss  Rowe’s  fields  of  specialization  are  French 
and  education.  Her  professional  experience  began  in  1944 
when  she  taught  French,  Spanish,  and  Latin  at  Hamden 
Hall,  Hamden,  Connecticut.  From  1945-48  she  was  at 
Rowland  Hall,  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  as  a teacher  of 
French  and  English.  She  then  became  associated  with  the 
Columbus  School  for  Girls,  Columbus,  Ohio,  and  was 
there  from  1949-57,  serving  as  Director  of  Testing,  Col- 
lege Counselor,  Senior  Advisor,  Head  of  Residence,  and 
Head  of  the  French  Department.  From  1958  to  the  present 
she  has  been  Head  Mistress  of  St.  Nicholas  School,  Se- 
attle, Washington. 

Miss  Rowe  is  a member  of  the  National  Association  of 
Principals  of  Schools  for  Girls  and  the  National  Associa- 
tion of  Women  Deans  and  Counselors.

Dean  of  the  Faculty

Mr.  John  Evans  Austin  was  appointed  Dean  of  the 
Faculty  in  April  1968.  Mr.  Austin  succeeds  Miss  Virginia 
May  Pierce  who,  having  carried  the  heavy  responsibilities 
of  the  Deanship  since  1964,  will  return  this  fall  to  teach- 
ing and  serving  as  departmental  chairman  at  Pine  Manor. 

Mr.  Austin  arrived  on  the  campus  August  1 to  begin 
his  new  administrative  duties.  As  Dean  of  the  Faculty, 
Mr.  Austin  will  work  closely  with  the  President,  trustees, 
faculty,  and  students.  His  responsibilities  will  include 
educational  leadership  in  the  arts  and  sciences,  develop- 
ment and  modification  of  the  curriculum,  assistance  with 
staffing,  and  expansion  of  cooperation  with  nearby  col- 
leges and  universities.  Under  his  guidance  new  avenues 
leading  to  the  traditional  goals  of  the  Pine  Manor  program 
will  be  investigated. 

Mr.  Austin  spoke  of  his  Pine  Manor  appointment  in 
these  words:  “It  is  very  clear  that  the  opportunities  for 
everyone  at  Pine  Manor  — students,  faculty,  administra- 
tion, trustees  and  alumnae  — are  to  be  part  of  a growing 
college,  to  help  the  abundance  of  ideas  there  to  flourish, 


and  to  seek  new  ways  to  shape  the  patterns  of  learning. 

I appreciate  the  invitation  to  join  these  efforts.” 

Mr.  Austin  was  born  in  Chester,  Pennsylvania,  Septem- 
ber 16,  1933.  He  is  the  son  of  Mrs.  Eugene  M.  Austin 
and  the  late  Dr.  Austin,  for  many  years  the  distinguished 
president  of  Colby  Junior  College.  He  is  a graduate  of 
Peddie  School  and  of  Yale  University,  where  he  received 
the  B.A.  Degree  in  1954.  In  1957  he  was  awarded  the  M.A. 
Degree  in  English  and  Comparative  Literature  at  Colum- 
bia University,  where  he  is  presently  a candidate  for  the 
Ph.D.  Degree.  His  held  of  specialization  is  American 
Literature. 

In  1955-6  Mr.  Austin  was  Instructor  in  English  at  the 
American  University  of  Beirut.  He  joined  the  faculty  of 
Vassar  College  as  Instructor  in  English  in  1962  and  re- 
mained at  Vassar  until  1964.  For  the  next  three  years, 
1964-7,  he  was  associated  with  educational  research  pro- 
grams of  the  IBM  Corporation  in  Poughkeepsie,  N.  Y.,  and 
became  Manager  of  Special  Education  Programs  for  IBM. 
He  was  responsible  for  education  research  in  programmed 
and  computer-assisted  instruction  and  also  for  programs 
in  graduate  studies  sponsored  by  the  IBM  Corporation. 

During  the  past  year,  1967-8,  he  has  been  an  Associate 
Director  at  the  Graduate  School  of  Business  Administra- 
tion of  Harvard  University.  In  addition  to  his  administra- 
tive duties  he  has  been  engaged  in  research  and  in 
teaching  a seminar  in  the  exploration  and  development 
of  management  information  systems  for  use  in  planning 
and  control  in  large  complex  organizations. 

He  is  a member  of  the  Modern  Language  Association 
and  of  Manuscript  Society,  Yale  University.  In  1965-7  he 
served  as  vestryman  of  Christ  Church,  Poughkeepsie,  N.Y. 

He  is  married  to  the  former  Ann  Lewis  of  Charleston, 
South  Carolina.  Mrs.  Austin  is  a graduate  of  Winthrop 
College.  Her  professional  experience  includes  two  years 
of  teaching  in  the  South  Carolina  schools  and  editing 
English  textbooks  for  Allyn  & Bacon,  publishers  in  Boston. 
She  pursued  her  graduate  studies  at  Columbia  University, 
where  she  met  Mr.  Austin. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Austin  have  three  children,  Marion,  8, 
and  John,  7,  who  attend  the  Peabody  School  in  Cambridge, 
and  Bliss,  2.

WHEN  JANE  HENKELS  ASKED  ME  TO  TALK  to  you 
tonight,  my  first  thought  was  "What  can  I say  to  you,  the 
Class  of  ’68?”  Your  world  is  so  different  from  what  mine 
was.  How  can  I bridge  the  gap  between  1924  and  1968? 
My  world  was  outwardly  serene.  The  old  order  persisted 
and  had  settled  back,  following  the  war,  in  the  same  so- 
cial pattern,  except  for  prohibition.  Today,  we  have  tur- 
moil on  every  side.  Everything  is  changing;  nothing  is 
stable.  But  this  is  all  the  outward  appearance.  Has  the 
heart  of  man  changed?  From  the  lonely  atoll  in  the  Pacific 
to  the  crowded  high-rise  apartments  of  New  York,  man- 
kind is  still  searching  for  freedom,  security,  and  happi- 
ness. And  where  and  how  are  these  things  to  be  obtained, 
for  all  men,  because  we  can  no  longer  reserve  them  for 
the  favored  few? 

WE  MUST  BEGIN  SOMEWHERE,  so  let  us  start  in  the 
“home”  and  never  forget:  "A  woman’s  world  begins  in 
her  home.”  It  may  extend  to  include  all  mankind,  but  the 
“home”  and  never  forget:  “A  woman’s  world  begins  in 
another,  or  it  may  be  her  own,  but  do  not  underestimate 
the  value  of  your  home.  It  is  your  haven  from  the  world 
with  its  multiple  problems;  it  is  where  you  rebuild  your 
energies  and  take  fresh  courage  to  begin  each  day  with 
new  inspiration.  Take  time  to  be  alone,  and  to  think  for 
yourself.  We  are  born  alone  and  we  die  alone,  and  yet 
so  many  of  us  never  want  to  be  alone  even  for  a few 
minutes.  If  we  do  not  take  time  to  think,  we  become  like 
an  empty  well,  and  then  we  have  nothing  to  give  our 
fellow  man  when  the  need  arises. 

WHAT  ARE  SOME  OF  THE  QUALITIES  we  need  in 
our  homes?  As  a little  girl,  I remember  an  old  sampler 
that  hung  over  my  mother's  bed.  It  had  been  worked  by 
my  grandmother  and  read:  “The  beauty  of  the  house  is 
order;  the  blessing  of  the  house  is  peace;  the  joy  of  the 
house  is  hospitality.”  What  a goal  to  achieve  — beauty, 
order,  joy!  Whether  you  have  a mansion  or  just  a room, 
it  can  express  these  things. 

IF  YOU  MARRY,  AND  MANY  OF  YOU  WILL,  remem- 
ber you  will  have  your  problems,  but  they  will  not  equal 
your  husband’s  struggle  to  make  a living.  William  Lyon 
Phelps  once  said,  “The  highest  happiness  on  earth  is  mar- 
riage. Every  man  who  is  happily  married  is  a successful 
man,  even  if  he  has  failed  in  everything  else.”  Help  your 
husband  to  be  a success  by  providing  him  with  a happy 
home.  It  is  a well-known  fact  that  the  basis  of  most  of 
the  violence  and  strife  in  the  ghettos  stems  from  the  lack 
of  a proper  home.  No  one  has  provided  a sense  of 


security  or  love  for  children  in  these  areas;  they  grow  up 
without  any  moral  foundation  on  which  they  can  rely  as 
they  grow  older  and  the  problems  grow  bigger.  The  Bible 
tells  us:  "Train  up  a child  in  the  way  he  should  go;  and 
when  he  is  old  he  will  not  depart  from  it.”  (Prov.  22,  6) 
THIS  BRINGS  ME  TO  MY  OWN  EXPERIENCE  at  Pine 
Manor  and  what  an  important  part  it  played  in  my  life. 
Do  I have  time  to  reminisce  a little?  In  my  era  Pine  Manor 
had  a home-making  course,  which  included  child  psy- 
chology, sociology,  English  literature  (children’s  books), 
Bible,  music,  art,  as  well  as  sewing,  cooking,  et  cetera. 
One  of  our  favorite  teachers  was  Mrs.  Ella  Lyman  Cabot, 
the  wife  of  Dr.  Richard  Cabot,  who  came  out  from  Cam- 
bridge to  teach  child  psychology  twice  a week.  Our  text 
book  was  The  Seven  Ages  of  Childhood  by  Mrs.  Cabot. 

THERE  IS  A SECTION  WHICH  DEALS  WITH  YOUR 
AGE,  TOO,  and  while  the  problems  may  be  different,  the 
solutions  are  old  as  the  hills.  Mrs.  Cabot  says,  "Not  the 
irritating  jar  of  constant  advice  and  not  vacillation  is  the 
cure  for  this  restless  age,  but  warmth  of  compassion  and 
steadiness  of  understanding.”  No  one  can  be  as  unhappy 
understood  as  misunderstood.  A mother,  whose  insight 
springs  up  to  meet  her  children’s  need  as  new  tissue  grows 
to  heal  a wound,  once  put  her  experience  in  these  words: 
“The  best  way  is  not  to  count  on  complete  understanding. 
This  expectation  of  entire  agreement  is  the  rock  on  which 
family  ties  have  broken  again  and  again,”  and,  “The  great- 
est gift  a parent  can  give  is  to  guide  to  the  peak  of  his 
own  experience  and  let  the  youth  look  off.” 

IN  YOUR  HANDS  LIES  THE  FATE  OF  THE  FUTURE, 
and  I do  not  say  this  lightly.  You  are  on  the  threshold  of 
life.  Are  you  going  to  join  forces  with  the  dissident  fac- 
tions, or  are  you  going  to  have  faith  in  our  democratic 
way  of  life  and  achieve  progress  for  all  men  through  law- 
ful channels?  Progress  can  never  be  attained  by  the  de- 
struction of  property,  or  by  riots  and  bloodshed.  Clear 
thinking,  wise  speech,  and  faith  in  our  brother  man  begin 
at  home.  So  my  thanks  to  Pine  Manor  for  starting  me  on 
a home-making  career  and  to  all  those  dedicated  teachers 
who  opened  my  mind  to  the  value  of  study  which  has 
enriched  my  whole  life.  Even  though  you  may  go  on  to 
more  schooling,  Pine  Manor  will  be  your  first  college  alma 
mater,  and  you  will  carry  with  you  lessons  learned  from 
close  contact  with  the  faculty.  You  will  treasure  friend- 
ships made  in  a girl’s  college,  and  you  will  remember  the 
gracious  feeling  that  has  always  been  part  of  the  Pine 
Manor  tradition.

She  is  the  author  of  American-Russian  Relations  in  the  Far 
East  and  of  numerous  articles  on  higher  education  and  the 
education  of  women.

1961-65  she  served  as  a member  of  the  Steering  Committee 
which  guided  the  course  of  the  College  during  the  crucial  years 
prior  to  the  move  to  the  Chestnut  Hill  campus.  Her  keen  in- 
terest in  the  education  of  young  women  and  her  sound  judg- 
ment lent  perspective  and  strength  to  the  Committee’s  discus- 
sions. Mrs.  Morgan  is  the  mother  of  Dabney  Morgan  Ireland 
’45  and  the  grandmother  of  Katharine  White  '69. 

Mrs.  Traylor,  a long-time  friend  of  Pine  Manor,  served  on 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Dana  Hall  Schools  from  1946-58 
during  the  period  when  Pine  Manor  was  a part  of  that  parent 
organization.  She  played  major  roles  in  arranging  the  Inaugu- 
ration of  President  Ferry  in  1956  and  the  Pine  Manor  Con- 
vocation in  1961.  In  1960  the  Development  Committee  was 
established  under  her  chairmanship.  She  handled  the  very 
difficult  phase  of  the  Development  work  when  sizeable  funds 
were  needed  for  the  physical  move  to  the  Chestnut  Hill  cam- 
pus. Under  her  guidance  Pine  Manor  made  its  first,  successful, 
nationwide  solicitation  of  alumnae  and  other  friends  of  the 
College.  From  1964-68  she  served  as  an  astute  member  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees.  Her  clarity  of  thought  and  remarkable  talent 
for  organization  have  contributed  immeasurably  to  the  prog- 
ress of  Pine  Manor. 

To  these  two  women  the  College  extends  its  sincere  appre- 
ciation for  their  years  of  devoted  service.

On  Friday,  May  3,  the  Friends  of  Pine  Manor  Commit- 
tee met  on  campus  for  the  first  time  since  the  group  was 
organized  in  1959.  The  session  was  part  of  the  annual 
Fathers’  Weekend  (May  3-5).  Committee  members  gath- 
ered at  President  Ferry’s  office  for  coffee,  registration, 
and  preliminary  discussion  of  their  principal  project,  the 
annual  Friends’  Fund,  and  then  they  had  a social  hour  at 
the  President’s  house  and  luncheon  in  Refectory  A,  a new 
multi-purpose  room  at  the  west  end  of  the  Refectory. 

Following  luncheon,  Chairman  Henry  K.  White  spoke 
of  the  importance  of  the  Committee  as  “Ambassadors”  of 
the  College.  He  also  gave  a progress  report.  With  Friends’ 
Fund  receipts  running  ahead  of  the  same  time  last  year, 
he  was  hopeful  of  making  the  $30,000  goal  for  1967-68. 
Mr.  White  pointed  out  that  the  Friends"  Fund  provides 
money  for  many  desirable  “extras”  that  simply  can  not  be 
worked  into  the  regular  operating  budget,  for  things  such 
as  campus  carts,  a photography  laboratory  for  students, 
and  special  equipment  for  language  instruction  and  science 
laboratories.  The  Committee  discussed  ways  of  presenting 
the  needs  and  attracting  good  support  from  Pine  Manor 
parents  and  friends. 

Mr.  White  introduced  Mr.  Dustin  H.  Heuston,  Chair- 
man of  the  English  Department,  who  spoke  about  the  new 
photography  laboratory  and  the  photography  club,  both 
of  which  came  about  through  gifts  to  the  Friends’  Fund. 
Mr.  Heuston  sees  a new  movement  in  the  College  for 
students  to  be  creative.  Photography  is  a good  avenue 
for  such  expression,  as  is  his  creative  writing  course. 
Dean  Virginia  M.  Pierce  spoke  next,  about  the  great 


changes  that  have  taken  place  on  campus  this  year, 
changes  in  people,  both  students  and  faculty.  She  senses 
an  air  of  excitement  and  vitality,  a sort  of  “explosion”  of 
creativity  in  the  classroom,  in  photography,  in  drama,  in 
the  art  studio,  almost  everywhere  one  looks  at  Pine 
Manor.  These  students  of  the  “Now”  generation  are  eager 
people,  with  a certain  sense  of  urgency  about  them,  she 
said,  which  one  might  attribute  to  such  forces  as  tele- 
vision (instant  news)  and  the  atom  bomb  (ever-present 
threat).  President  Ferry  traced  the  development  of  the 
Friends’  Fund  and  spoke  generally  about  Pine  Manor’s 
achieving  its  independence  and  moving  to  a new  campus, 
with  the  attendant  problems  and  solutions  that  have  been 
met  and  worked  out  during  the  past  eight  years.

Cates,  I r.,  of  Atlanta,  Georgia;  Dr.  Jerome  S.  Coles  of 
New  York  City;  John  F.  Dille,  Jr.,  of  Elkhart,  Indiana; 
George  D.  Hart  of  Ross,  California;  Harold  E.  Johnson  of 
Manhasset,  Long  Island,  New  York;  and  Thomas  W. 

Also  participating  in  the 
discussions  were  President  Ferry;  William  P.  Person,  Vice 
President  for  Operations;  and  Peter  C.  Barnard,  Director 
of  Development.

Point  of  View 

A Commentary  on  the  Pine  Manor  Scene

The  class  of  1968  gathered  for  dinner  recently  as  guests 
of  the  Pine  Manor  Alumnae  Association.  This  meeting 
was  organized  in  order  to  acquaint  us  with  the  roles  we 
would  play  as  graduates  of  this  college.  For  the  first  time 
since  entrance,  the  women  began  to  evaluate  the  develop- 
ment of  the  college  in  relationship  to  the  strides  being 
made  throughout  American  liberal  arts  education.  The 
students  of  1968  expressed  a genuine  concern  about  the 
future  of  Pine  Manor  in  American  education. 

At  the  alumnae  dinner,  a very  sincere,  elderly  Pine 
Manor  graduate  addressed  us  about  the  usefulness  of  her 
education.  In  her  opening  remarks,  she  apologized  for 
being  out  of  touch  with  current  educational  policies  but 
realized  that  this  college  no  longer  catered  to  the  domestic 
minded  future  housewife.  According  to  this  alumna,  Pine 
Manor  served  the  needs  of  women  who  sought  higher 
education  but  who  were  discouraged  from  a liberal  arts 
education  because  of  their  sex.  Pine  Manor  offered  prac- 
tical courses  like  cooking  and  sewing  with  some  liberal 
arts  courses  to  enable  the  women  to  assume  their  destined 
duties  as  homemakers  while  seeking  to  enrich  their  lives 
through  academics.  Needless  to  say,  though,  Pine  Manor 
has  changed.  What  might  have  been  relevant  to  a woman’s 
education  then  would  not  meet  the  technological  and 
social  demands  in  today’s  society.  This  college,  conse- 
quently, must  confront  new  challenges.  If  Pine  Manor  is 
to  survive  as  a small  independent  college,  then  it  must 
exemplify  the  traditional  values  of  a liberal  education. 

The  second  major  speaker  at  the  dinner,  however, 
failed  to  realize  this  necessity.  He  stressed  the  importance 
of  contributing  money  to  this  college  so  that  it  could 
survive.  But  in  his  attempt  to  convince  students  of  the 
merits  of  a small,  private  college,  he  impugned  the  value 
of  the  University  of  California  as  an  educational  institu- 
tion. He  stated  that  no  student  there  actually  knows  why 
he  is  for  or  against  a certain  issue  but  merely  activates 
for  its  own  sake.  The  main  conclusion  he  drew  about 
Berkeley  students  was  that  they  were  all  dirty!  Unfortu- 
nately, it  seemed  that  the  only  way  this  man  was  able  to 
boost  Pine  Manor  was  to  destroy  the  image  of  a leading 
university. 

A more  plausible  solution  to  Pine  Manor’s  problem  of 
survival  amidst  the  trend  toward  large  state  universities 
would  come  from  the  inherent  values  of  a liberal  arts 
education.  Strengths  already  manifest  at  Pine  Manor 
include  small  classes,  and  individual  guidance.  Virtues 
such  as  these  cannot,  however,  overcome  the  provincial- 
ness of  some  of  Pine  Manor’s  present  practices.  If  this 
college  wishes  to  attract  and  keep  capable  students  and 
faculty,  then  it  must  encourage  not  only  academic  achieve- 
ment but  also  intellectual  curiosity,  political  and  social 
ig  involvement,  and  greater  student  power  in  determining 


college  policies.  The  problem  of  administrative  paternal- 
ism, which  assumes  that  responsibility  for  every  action 
in  the  college  rests  upon  its  shoulders,  permeates  this 
campus.  As  progressive  institutions  have  long  since  real- 
ized, the  role  of  administrators  is  not  to  exercise  final 
authority  over  all  student  activities.  An  administration, 
consequently,  does  not  bear  responsibility  and  thus 
should  not  expect  praise  or  blame  for  any  given  student 
expression.  There  have  been  a number  of  examples  in 
recent  months  which  clearly  indicate  the  failure  of  the 
Pine  Manor  administration  to  learn  this  lesson. 

Students  have  met  time  and  again  with  various  types  of 
censure  and  intimidation.  A familiar  administrative  argu- 
ment runs  that  if  certain  controversial  news  articles  or 
literary  pieces  were  published  in  the  name  of  the  college, 
then  the  alumnae  might  think  the  college  had  gone  to  the 
dogs  and  then  refuse  to  send  money.  This  idea  of  selling 
out  one’s  right  to  freedom  of  ideas  and  of  press  distres- 
ses many  students.  Many  students  of  1968  declare  that 
they  would  rather  send  money  to  this  college  if  they  knew 
the  students  were  writing  high  quality  literature  and  con- 
troversial editorials  regardless  of  administrator’s  sensi- 
tivities. For  that  would  indicate  to  alumnae  that  the 
women  were  at  least  thinking,  acting,  creating.  The  ad- 
ministration may,  of  course,  deny  that  any  pressure  has 
been  exerted  on  student  editors.  Because  intimidation 
may  be  very  subtle,  that  claim  is  difficult  to  adjudicate. 
The  most  certain  way,  then,  to  avoid  misunderstanding 
is  to  cease  the  practice  of  advanced  copy  approval  by  the 
administration.  A recent  statement  from  the  American 
Association  of  University  Professors  affirmed  that  “The 
student  press  should  be  free  of  censorship  and  advance 
approval  of  copy  and  its  editors  and  managers  should  be 
free  to  develop  their  own  editorial  policies  and  news 
coverage.” 

Pine  Manor  women  want  the  same  rights  that  are 
afforded  to  other  students  involved  in  liberal  arts  educa- 
tion. Since  Pine  Manor  is  a part  of  American  liberal  arts 
education,  it  can  not  isolate  itself  from  the  new  ideas  and 
reforms  in  education.  Nor  can  it  shirk  from  the  responsi- 
bility of  encouraging  students  to  participate  in  this  ex- 
perience. The  students  of  1968  firmly  believe  that  this 
college  has  great  potential.  More  students  would  willingly 
donate  money  to  help  realize  this  potential  if  they  knew 
that  Pine  Manor  would  remain  in  the  mainstream  of 
American  liberal  arts  education.

Censorship  On  The  Campus 


A Chapel  talk  printed  originally  in  Logos,  a supplement 
to  the  Pine  Manor  News,  designed  to  present  student  and  faculty  opinion

“Censorship"  has  been  defined  as  “the  action  of  a 
censor,”  “one  who  acts  as  an  overseer  of  morals  and 
conduct  ...  in  examining  written  or  printed  matter  ...  in 
order  to  forbid  publication  if  objectionable.”  The  term 
brings  to  mind  a long  history  of  struggle  for  the  rights  of 
free  press  in  this  country  — a struggle  which  first  gained 
momentum  in  the  18th  century  trial  and  acquittal  of  John 
Peter  Zenger,  a colonial  editor  accused  of  printing  libel- 
ous slander  about  the  royal  governor  of  New  York  - 
and  a history  of  struggle  which  culminated  with  the 
insertion  of  the  “free  speech,  free  press”  clause  in  the 
First  Amendment  of  our  Constitution’s  Bill  of  Rights. 

The  current  controversy  raging  at  Pine  Manor  over  the 
alleged  “censorship"  of  the  student  literary  magazine 
seems  to  me  to  be  more  a disagreement  over  personal 
tastes  and  value  ratings  than  it  is  a quibble  over  the  ideal 
of  guaranteed  free  press,  an  inalienable  human  right.  Pine 
Manor’s  literary  magazine  has  not  been  “censored”; 
rather,  the  rights  of  its  editors  have  been  utilized  with 
the  result  that  certain  pieces  submitted  for  consideration 
have  been  included  in  the  magazine  and  other  pieces 
have  not. 

Judgment  as  to  the  value  and  acceptability  of  each 
word  seen  in  print  has  been  determined  by  four  or  more 
persons  by  the  time  a publication  reaches  its  readers; 
knowing  the  printing  process,  we  assume  this  statement 
to  be  true.  The  author  of  a story  weighs  the  choice  of 
each  word,  choosing  the  one  that  best  connotes  or  con- 
veys her  intended  meaning;  an  editor  then  reads  the  story, 
determining  her  own  reaction  to  the  statement  as  well  as 
what  she  supposes  an  audience’s  response  may  be.  A 
typist  next  sets  the  story  in  a form  suitable  for  multiple 
duplication;  and  finally,  a proof-reader  studies  a typed 
copy,  checking  for  spelling,  punctuation,  and  other  me- 
chanical errors.  With  this  process  complete,  the  story  is 
inserted  in  the  magazine:  responsibility  for  its  content, 
if  someone  considers  it  to  be  objectionable,  rests  par- 
tially on  the  girl  whose  by-line  the  story  bears.  Primarily, 
however,  responsibility  rests  with  the  editor  — her  deci- 
sion to  print  the  piece  was  final. 

On  what  basis,  then,  is  an  editor  to  judge  literary  work? 
What  copy  should  she  choose  to  include  in  a student 
magazine?  Foremost  bases  of  judgment  seem  to  be  writ- 
ing style,  subject  matter,  and  content;  but  of  concern 
also  might  be  that  the  piece  embody  a mature  outlook 
and  constructive  purpose.

Each  person  has  her  own  literary  value  complex  — a 
means  of  differentiating  writing  of  sound  value  from  what 
she  considers  to  be  the  vulgar  and  the  trite.  So,  too,  an 
editor  has  her  values;  and  with  these  she  must  answer 
the  editorial  responsibility  of  choice.  Flaving  made  her 
decisions,  this  editor  may  seek  further  support  in  examin- 
ing literature  that  has  borne  the  universal  test  of  time.  For 
example,  works  of  obscenity  or  sensationalism  seem  fre- 
quently to  have  been  too  limited  in  scope  and  audience 
appeal  to  withstand  the  trial  of  natural  selection. 

In  conclusion,  then,  it  seems  to  me  that,  while  “censor- 
ship” is  a sensational  term  to  use,  it  does  not  apply  to 
actions  being  taken  in  regard  to  our  literary  magazine. 
If  one  could  view  this  dispute  from  without,  she  would, 
I think,  find  that  no  true  dispute  exists  at  all  — rather, 
the  solution  to  our  problem  becomes  glaringly  clear.  No 
reputable,  impartial  Boston  publisher,  nor  any  under- 
standing and  concerned  father,  would  recommend  that  a 
women's  college  publish  literary  works  unedited  from  the 
standpoint  of  good  taste.  Several  years  from  now,  many 
more  of  us  too  may  agree  with  this  same  editorial  policy. 


Susan  Hewitt  has  served  as  Editor-in-Chief  of  the  Pine 
Manor  News,  as  Editor  of  Logos,  and  as  Associate  Editor  of 
Phaeton,  the  Pine  Manor  literary  magazine.  She  received  a 
Dean’s  Award  for  her  editorial  creativity  and  leadership.  She 
was  graduated  with  Honor  and  will  continue  her  studies  at 
Smith  Colletge  in  the  fall.

Deferred  Giving  to  Pine  Manor 


Like  every  other  non-public  educational  institution  in  America,  Pine 
Manor  depends  upon  the  interest  and  support  of  individuals.  Such  support 
is  sought  to  help  meet  capital  needs,  as  well  as  current  operating  needs, 
which  are  partially  met  by  the  annual  Alumnae  and  Friends’  Funds.  But 
beyond  that  the  College  must  have  substantial  support  through  long-range 
deferred  giving.  Every  private  college  and  university  of  stature  in  America 
today  has  an  endowment  or  is  building  one,  and  most  of  these  endowment 
funds  come  through  deferred  giving,  by  means  of  wills,  trusts,  annuities, 
life  income  contracts,  insurance,  and  so  forth.  Pine  Manor,  which  has  vir- 
tually no  endowment,  must  start  building  its  endowment  now.  Endowment 
income  is  needed  for  increased  faculty  salaries,  for  more  financial  aid  to 
deserving  students,  and  to  help  meet  the  rising  costs  of  operating  a first-rate 
physical  plant. 

The  Trusts  and  Bequests  Committee  was  established  in  1966.  Under  the 
chairmanship  of  Trustee  Charles  C.  Cabot,  Jr.,  it  is  a group  of  twenty-two 
volunteers.  They  are  husbands  and  fathers  of  alumnae  and  current  students 
and  most  of  them  are  attorneys  or  bankers,  men  with  wide  experience  in 
the  areas  of  trusts,  bequests,  and  life  income  agreements. 

Any  Pine  Manor  alumna,  parent,  or  friend  who  wishes  to  speak  or  write 
informally  about  deferred  giving  matters  should  feel  free  to  write  or  call 
any  member  of  the  Committee.  Or  they  may  address  their  inquiries  to  the 
Committee  Chairman  or  to  the  Director  of  Development  at  the  College.
